““Seandals are seldom published in the country newspapers, but 
if it so happens that decency so demands it the uglier details are 
omitted, or are given a kindly touch that is widely different from 
the unfeeling publicity of the city press. No wonder. The offenders 
may be our neighbors, or people we have rubbed elbows with all 
our lives. They are real human beings, while to the great city 
dailies they are merely grains of a sort that are ground out hourly 
in their news mill.’’—-Lake Crystal (Minn.) Tribune.

T HE glorious achievements of the American soldiers in France 





has been given the recognition it merited. The memory of 

what these fellows did has become a deathless page in our 

history. But not so much is known of the work of the 
women nurses and relief agents and teachers and missionaries from 
this country who have been fighting famine and disease and 
brigands in the war-stricken countries. 

These grand women, many of them girls not much beyond the 
flapper age, have braven the terrors of war and pestilence. During 
the Armenian and Greek massaeres they defied the eruel menaces 
of the Turks, and in many cases risked their lives by refusing to 
part with the helpless orphans left in their charge. 

They have earried their ministry of relief and healing into 
towns devastated by contagious diseases. They have remained cool 
and calm amid sights that would sicken our people at home. They 
have worked themselves almost to exhaustion. Apparently they 
feared nothing. The pitiful condition of refugees and famine and 
disease sufferers have elicited all the sentiments that are noblest 
in womanhood, and they have ministered to the destitute without 
thought of their own peril. 

It was believed before the war that the present generation had 
become soft and selfish and incapable of heroic effort. The deeds 
of the army in Franee proved the contrary to be true of the coun- 
try’s young manhood, 

Some have felt that the young womanhood of today has become 
frivolous. Yet when these girls were put into this situation that 
calls for the noblest qualities, they rise to the emergency. America 
will be loved and honored for generations for the achievement of 
these relief workers. They give us renewed faith in the future of 
a country that produces such fine character.

CHINA’S RECURRENCE TO OPIUM CULTIVATION 

IIEN Dr. Julean Arnold was in Los Angeles, this week, he 
W recited many interesting facts econeerning China, to which 

country he is returning as commercial attache to the 

American legation at Peking, a long-filled post, but he was 
silent on the subject of increased opium-growing, a situation which 
is causing grave concern to many, in and out of China. Instead of 
taking steps to limit production, the growth of the poppy 1s 
practically compulsory, under the government, with military and 
civil officialdom urging it for the purpose of raising taxes. The 
government seems to catch the poppy cultivator coming and going. 
Taxes are levied on him for his crop and in case he refuses to plant 
he is subjected to a heavy fine. With the finances of the govern- 
ment in a parlous state, this method of raising revenues seems to 
offer the readiest returns and it is freely asserted that, the admin- 
istration is preparing to authorize an opium monopoly for China, 
with a strong foreign influence supporting the méve. In the old 
days, opium cultivation was voluntary and merely a trade; now, 
apparently, it is obligatory. With the inerease in opium cultivation 
has followed a startling growth of the opium habit, a natural 
seuence. Of grim interest is the announcement that the five hos- 
pitals for ‘‘euring the opium habit,’’ which have recently been 
established in Fooehow by the head of the “Opium Suppression 
Bureau.’’ are seeretly conniving at and facilitating the sale and 
consumption of opiun. DeQuincey’s “Confessions of an Opium 
Eater’? may yet require a sequel.—Saturday Night.

LEGISLATION FOR SOLDIERS 
NE of the bills to pass both branches of Congress just before 
was the Sweet Bill amending the War_Risk 
Tnsurance act so as to Inerease the period in which a veteran’s 
disability will be assumed to have resulted from his service. 
Under the amendment tubercular, nerve and mental diseases oecur- 
rine within three years of the soldier's discharge will be construed 
as the result of his experiences in the war and will make him eligible 
for special compensation and for hospital treatment. Another sec- 
tion of the amendment authorizes the payment of $100 for funeral 
expenses of any ex-service man, provided he dies with insufficient 
property to meet expenses. The third provision of the amendment 
| stipulates that all hospitals under the jurisdiction of the Veterans 
Bureau shall be made available: to veterans of the Civil War and 
lthe Spanish-American War. It also provides that patients com- 
lwnitted to these hospitals shall have their transportation paid by

From the Atlantic to the Pacific 
these institutes exist. having spread 
from the original group in the little 
village of Stoney Creek, Ontario, un- 
til they attracted the interest and 
aid of the government and have 
been copied by Belgium, England 
and Wales, the Queen of England 
being president of the Women’s In- 
stitute at Sandringham, where she 
makes her home most of the year. 

In 1919, about thirty years after 
the first institute was formed, an- 
other forward step was taken, for 
in February of that year delegates 
from each province met in Winni- 
peg and formed a national organ- 
ization, the Federated Women’s In- 
stitutes, said to be one of the larg- 
est single organizations of women 
in the world, with more than 100,000 
membership, mostly from 
rural communities. Mrs. Arthur 
Murphy (Janey Canuck), prominent 
judge, author, artist, and excel- 
lent presiding officer, was the first 
president, and today Mrs. William 
Todd of Orillia holds the post of 
honor. 

These meetings are biennial, the 
second having been held in Edmon- 
ton in 1921. A plan for an interna- 
tional federation, including the farm 
women of Great Britain, Belgium 
and the United States, is now being 
discussed. *
